Sec.  J. — The  Rules  of  Order  and  Debate  ns  foiiud  in  Sub- 
L»dge  Constitution,  shall  be  the  general  RuIch  of  Debate  in 
this  Grand  Lodge,  subject  to  the  following  or  such  other  as  the 
Grand  T.odge  may  decide  npon. 

Sec.  2. — Ab  hoou  as  any  proposition  on  the  digest  is  brought 
forward  the  G.  ('.  T,  shall  at  once  afford  opportunity  to  a  Re- 
proseutaiive  from  the  Lodgf  seiiding  i^uch  proposition  to  spoak 
to  it,  until  which  tun^  the  motion  '•  That  the  vote  be  now  tak- 
en," may  not  be  moved,  nor  till  then  may  such  proposition  be 
laid  on  the  table. 

Sec.  3.— Members  rising  to  speak  shall  address  the  G,  C.  T. 
by  his  title,  bai  shall  not  speak  further  except  lo  state  that 
they  rise  to  put  a  question  or  on  a  point  of  order  or  privilege, 
until  recognised  by  the  G.  C.  T. 

Sec.  4. — No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than 
once,  nor  longer  than  five  minutes  on  one  motion,  except  that 
the  mover  of  a  resolution,  or  an  officer  whose  report  is  under 
discussion,  shall  have  the  right  of  reply  oven  though  a  vote  be 
precipitated  by  an  undebat.able  motion — as  "  That  the  vore  be 
now  taken  "  or  to  "  Lay  on  the  Table." 

Sec.  5. — When  a  motion  "  That  the  vote  be  now  taken"  has 
been  moved  and  seconded,  no  motion  whatever  shall  be  in  or- 
der until  it  has  been  voted  upon ;  and  if  it  be  carried  no  further 
motion  of  any  kind  can  be  made  until  the  matter  in  hand  has 
been  disposed  off  by  vote.  Members  are,  however,  at  liberty 
to  move '' That  the  vote  be  now  taken"  upon  the  last  amend- 
inen:  or  amendments  only,  and,  if  it  prevails  the  vote  is  precip- 
itated only  upon  the  amendments  specified.

ARTICLE  1. 

NAME— JURISDICTION— MEMBERSHIP. 

Section.  1.  JVame.— Thin  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia,  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Good  Tem- 
plars. 

Sec.  2, /ttr/j^iV/;W;.— This  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  juris- 
diction  over  all  Subordinate  and  District  Lodges  of  Good  Temp- 
h'.r«now  existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  exist  in  the  Province 
ot  Nova  Scotia,  i  t  nhal  I  bave  the  sole  righ  t  and  power  to  grant 
suspend  or  revoke  charters  :  to  originate  and  regulate  the  means 
for  Its  own  support,  and  to  receive  and  decide  appeals,  and  de- 
termine all  c^uestions  of  law  and  usage  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  as  the  case  may  be. 

Hec.s— Voting  meMders.—Th^  Voting  members  of  this 
bo  Jy  .siiall  be  it8  officers  and  past  officers,  representatives  »nd 
past  representatives,  who  are  contributing  members  of  the  sev- 
eral Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  who  have 
taken  the  Grand  Lodge  degree,  and  been  admitted  as  required 
by  the  constitution. 

Sec.  4.  Representatives- How  C/^t;j^«-Representative8  may 
be  chosen  by  the  several  DiKtrict,  Subordinate,  and  Juvenile  or- 
ganizations, under  the  direct  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lc  - 
or  by  the  District  and  Subordinate  Lodges,  or  by  either  District 
or  Subordinate  Lodges,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  provided  no  Subordinate  Lodge 
which  now  has,  by  charter,  the  express  right  to  representation

— Whenever  a  Repre- 
sentative is  properly  seated  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  such  seat  can- 
not be  taken  by  an  alternatts  except  after  due  resignation  of  the 
Re;)resonlativo  or  the  seat  is  otherwise  declared  vacant. 

S I'X.  7 .  Rank  of  Past  Representatives,  who  are  entitled. — The 
Reuresentativc  who  holds  a  seat  to  the  end  of  a  sesuion  only 
shall  bo  entitled  to  the  rank  of  Past  Representative. 

Skc.  8.  Non- Voting  members. — The  Grand  Lodge  may  by 
bylaw  determine  the  qualifications  and  privileges  of  non-voting 
members.  In  the  absence  of  such  by-law  all  acting  and  Past 
Chief  Templars,  acting  and  Past  Vice  Templars,  and  all  dep- 
uties of  the  Grand  Chief  Templar,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  Degree  as  non-votmg  tnembers. 

Skc.  9.  Credentials.  All  representatives  shall  receive  reg- 
ularly attested  certificates  of  election  to  this  body.  All  mem-

r.  ceivo  certificates  of  service  from  the  Lodge  in  which  said 
service  wa^  rendered,  which  shall  be  their  proper  credentials, 
entitling  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge  degree,  and  the  Grand  Chief 
Templar's  commission  shall  be  the  requisite  credentials  for 
Deputies.

He  shall  be  clothed  with  the 
power  and  proviued  with  the  means  necessary  to  the  thorough 
and  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  submit  to  each  session  a  full 
written  or  printed  report  of  the  work  done  by  himself  or  depu- 
ties, all  decisions  made,  the  condition  of  the  Orderi  its  prospects 
and  requirements  for  the  future,  and  shall  discharge  8u<»h  other 
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duties  as  the  interests  of  the  Order  reqaire.  He  shall  also  ap- 
point from  tune  to  time  such  SUte,  District,  County,  Speciol 
and  Lodge  Deputies  as  the  interests  of  tho  Order  may  seem  to 
require.  "^ 

Skc.  2  Grand  Coumehr.^'VYit  Grand  Counselor  shall  as- 
sist the  (^rand  Chief  'I'omplar,  preside  in  his  absence  or  disa" 
bdity,  and  in  caseofa  vacancy  in  tho  office  of  Grand  Chie<" 
Templar  assume  that  office  and  perform  its  duties  until  the  next 
Session,  when  a  Grand  Chief  Templar  shall  be  elected.. 

Sec.  3.  Grand  Vice  Ttmplar — The  Grand  Vice  Teihplar 
sliall  render  such  assistance  to  the  Grand  Chief  Templar  as  may 
he  required,  have  charge  of  J  he  doors  and  ante-rooms  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  direct  the  admission  of  the  members.  In 
case  the  office  of  Grand  Connsolor  becomes  vacant,  the  Grand 
Vice  Templar  shall  be  entitled  to  succeed  to  the  said  office,  but 
if  tho  Grand  Vice  Templar  decline,  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  fill  the  vacancy.

Sec.  4.  Grand  Superintendent  of  Juvenile  Temples.— The 
Grand  Superintendent  of  Juvenile  Temples  shall  exercise  super- 
vision over  all  Juvenile  Temples,  decide  all  questions  of  doubt 
or  difficulty  relating  to  tho  Juvendo  branch  of  the  Order,  when- 
ever properly  submitted,  commission  such  officers  as  the  Con- 
stitution or  usages  may  require,  enforce  observance  of  the  laws, 
provide  for  the  institution  of  new  Temples,  and  the  general 
prosperity  of  the  Juvenile  branch  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 
He  shall  present  a  full  report  to  each  session,  and  shall  dis- 
charge such  other  duties  as  tho  interests  of  the  Juvenile  depart- 
ment require.  *• 

Sec.  5.  Grand  Secretary.— Tht  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  the 
recoi-ding  and  corresponding  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He 
shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  its  proceedings,  and  of  those 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  also  of  the  returns  of  Subordinate 
Lodges;  notify  all  Subordinate  Lodges  of  tho  action  of  this  body, 
and  furnish  ihem  with  such  instructions,  blanks,  etc..  as  mav 
be  necessary  for  their  correct  working.

ARTICLE  1. 
LODGES  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1. — Charter  Fees  for  Subordinate  Lodges  shall  bo  : 
eight  dollars,  for  Degree  Lodges:  ten  dollars ^  for  Juvenile  Tem- 
ples .  three  dollars. 

Sec.  2. — No  Lodge  shall  be  named  after  any  living  individual, 
nor  shall  two  Lodges  bear  the  same  name. 

Sec.  3. — The  Initiation  Fee  in  Sub-Lodge  shall  not  be  less 
than  forty  cents  for  males,  and  twenty  cents  for  females,  hut 
Juvenile  Templars  of  12  months  standing  may  be  initiated  into 
Lodges  at  a  foe  of  not  less  than  25  cents,  if  they  have  attained 
the  required  age. 

Sec.  4. — The  QiMrterly  Dues  in  Sub-Lodge  shall  in  no  case 
be  less  than  16  cents  for  adu.t  males,  nor  less  than  8  cents  for 
males  under  18  and  femalei.  In  tho  case  of  candidates  initiated 
during  the  last  calendar  month  of  the  quarter,  Lodges  may,  by 
byo-law,  free  thetn  from  subscription  for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

Sec.  5. — Proposition  and  Election  Every  Lodge  receiving  a 
proposition  of  membership,  in  the  event  of  the  candidate  being 
elected,  must,  within'  two  weeRs.  notity  said  candidate  in  writing, 
of  the  time  appointed  for  initiation  ;  failing  this,  the  proposition 
and  election  becomes  null  and  void,  if  desired  by  the  candidate ; 
and  a  candidate  failing  to  come  up  for  inidation  within  four 
weeks  of  the  date  fixed,  shall  be  permitted  to  declare  his  propo- 
sition null  and  void,  and,  in  any  case,  if  a  candidate  be  not  initiat- 
ed within  twelve  weeks  of  the  date  of  election,  such  election 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  6. — Constitution  Each  person,  01  being  initiated,  shall 
bi  presented  with  a  CDpy  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  Constitu- 
tion, free. 

Sec.  7.  Members  Drawing  Associate  Certificates  or  Clearance 
Cards  are  charged  10  cents,  and  the  same  for  Travelling  Cards, 
together  with  dues  for  the  number  of  terms  for  which  tho 
Travelling  Card  is  drawn.

Sec.  L  Desi^nation.—AXl  Deputies  shall  bear  on  their  re- 
galia, as  such,  the  initials  of  the  official  title  of  the  Grand  Chief 
Templar  (whooe  reprewentatives  they  are)  prefixed  by  initials  re 
presenting  the  class  of  Commission  held.  The  officer  commis- 
sioned in  each  Lodge  and  commonly  known  as  "Lodge  Deputy," 
shall  bear  the  initials  D.  G.  0.  T. ;  while  any  additional  member 
to  the  foregoing,  whom  the  G.  C.  T.  may  commission  for  :;pecial 
service,  shall  be  termed  Special  Deputy  G.  C.  T. 

Sec.  2.  Duties  of  a  Lodge  Deputy.— X  Deputy  G.  C.  T.  is 
the  representative  of  the  G.  C.  T.  with  the  Lodge,  and  it  is  his 
imperative  duty  to  see  that  the  work  in  the  Lodge  is  performed 
in  accordance  with  the  laws,  rules,  and  usages  of  the  Order. 
The  decisions  of  a  D.  G.  C.  T.  are  binding  upon  his  Lodge  un- 
til reversed  by  the  G.  C.  T.  or  Grand  Lodge.  He  may  arrest  the 
charter  when  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  its  Executive 
Committee. 

Sec.  3.  Recommendations. — Li  opening  a  new  Lodge  the  In- 
stituting Officer  recommends  the  Lodge  Deputy  and  Electoral 
Superintendent.  Lodges  must  afterwards  recommend  such  of- 
ficers annually,  by  ballot  vote.  After  a  Subordinate  Lodge  has 
been  in  existence  twelve  months,  no  person  (except  the  retiring 
Deputy)  is  eligible  for  recommendation  as  Lodge  Deputy  with- 
out havii)g  served  one  term  as  presiding  officer,  or  tv/o  terms  in 
some  other  office  or  offic'es.  Visiting  Deputies  are  recommend- 
ed by  the  District  Executive,  and  District  Deputies  by  the  Dis- 
trict Lodge. 

S«c.  4.  Commissions. — Deputies  commence  their  duties  on 
receipt  of  Comndssion  from  the  G.  C.  T.  No  Deputy,  as  such, 
can  perform  a  >y  other  official  duties  than  those  specified  in  his 
Commission. 

Sec.  5.  Forfeiture  and  Expiraiionof  Commissions. — A  viola- 
tion of  pledge,  or  suspension  or  expulsion  works  a  forfeiture  of 
Commission,  and  any  Deputy  who  communicates  the  pass  word 
before  installation,  or  who  instjvlls  officers  before  receiving  the 
tax  and  quarterly  returns,  or  who  neglects  to  forward  the  tax 
and  return*  within  fourteen  days  of  his  having  received    them,

In  case  such  matter  should  be  decided  in  favor  of  the  appe- 
lant by  the  G.  C.  T.,  and  the  Lodge  appeals  from  said  decision 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  title  of  the  case  would  c(mtinue  the  same 
with  the  following  change,  to  wit: — "'Bxeelsior  Lodge,  No.  2t), 
appellant,  vs.  John  Doe,  respondent.*'  Should  the  G.  C.  T. 
affirm  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  in  the  first  instance,  and  the 
party  aggrieved  take  appeal  from  that  decision,  the  case  vrould 
then  appear  as  "Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  20,  respondent,  vs.  John 
l)oo,  appellant."

— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  member,  know 
ing  that  another  has  violated  the  obligation,  to  immediately  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Superintendent  who,  with  the  Executive 
Committee,  shall  take  such  action  thereon  as,  in  judgement,  the 
best  interests  of  the  Temple  and  individual  demand. 

Sec.  2.  Penalties. — Any  memberr  violating  the  obligation 
ehall  be  subject  to  reprimand,  suspension,  or  expulsion.  No 
member  shall  be  expelled  but  by  vote  of  the  ExecutivjB  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  8. 

AMENDMENTS' 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  R.  W. 
G-rand  Lodge  at  any  regular  session,  a,  two-thirds  vote  concur- 
ring.

Temple, 

The  ^Superintendent,  M^th  the  Executive  Committee,  shall 
constitute  a  Finance  Committee,  whose  duty  is  to  attend  to  all 
financial  matters  of  the  Temple.
